Editor, SEE: 

There are two things that will 
jump out at anyone who read 
Tom Forgrave’s response to my 
previous letter to SEE. 

The first is that Mr. Forgrave 
admits that although there is a 
dire need for affordable housing 
(and a report written in 
November 2000 plainly outlines 
the need for at least 5000 units of 
affordable housing), Mr. Forgrave 
and Ms. Saidman remain deter- 
mined to focus on homeless shel- 
ters instead. 

This leads me to my second 
point: Mr. Forgrave’s charge that 
most homeless people are emo- 
tionally challenged or drug- 
addicted is outrageous stereotyp- 
ing. 

Although certainly there are 





many people who need support 
services, such affiliated program- 
ming doesn’t hold up as an 
acceptable excuse for an absence 
of affordable homes for the home- 
less. Many homeless simply need 
independent homes more than 
they need access to help. They do 
not need to be institutionalized in 
social shelters. 

We have to start by re-evaluat- 
ing the current policy of taxing 
private landlords out of existence 
and re-establishing a dialogue 
with private housing suppliers. 
These would be practical respons- 
es that emerge from an honest cri- 
tiquing of a deplorable situation.

Scandal plagues provincial Tories 


PEOPLE MIGHT COMPLAIN THAT 
NDP leader Raj Pannu is forever 
calling for the resignation of some 
Progressive Conservative MLA or 
government functionary. But the 
real question is why the Tories 
always give him a chance to do so. 
Mike Cardinal, Minister for 
Sustainable Resource 
Development, got into trouble 
recently when his department 
sanctioned limited fishing on 
Calling Lake, on which he also 
owns property. He ignored biolo- 
gists, who warned that fishing 
was a oe they 
thought the lake was too depleted. 
Ethics commissioner Bob Clark 
ruled that he used bad judgment 
by not absolving himself from the 
project, but he was not punished 
because he was not in a position 
from which he could realize finan- 
cial gain. ‘ ; 
_ The controversy surrounding 
Cardinal is only the most recent 
case of a Tory MLA accused of 
questionable judgment and con- 
flict of interest this year. The 
prec government has had its 
ands full in 2002 with accusa- 
tions of fraud or with embarrass- 
ing lapses of political prudence: 


JANUARY 
Butch Fischer, a former Tory 
cabinet minister, is forced to

government-owned Alberta 
Treasury Branch, It is against the 
rules for members of government 
to use the ATB for such pur poses. 
The ethics commissioner accused 
Fischer of knowingly breaking the 
rules of the Conflicts of Interest 
Act by withholding information, 
calling it a “serious breach” of 
ethics. By resigning, Fischer 
avoided suspension or a fine, but 
he did receive $281,277 in sever- 
ance pay and a yearly $40,000 
pension on his way out the door. 
Subsequently, Fischer and 21 
investors are being sued by many 
banks, including the ATB, alleging 
mortgage fraud, conspiracy, and 
breach of contract over the condo- 
minium development. 


MAY 

Health Minister Gary Mar is 
forced to admit that an appoint- 
ment to a medicare panel on 
delisting services had not been 
approved by the ethics commis- 
sioner, even though he said it had 
a few days earlier. The appoint- 
ment of Marv Moore, a former 
minister of health and campaign 
manager for Ralph Klein, was 
eventually cleared of any potential 
conflicts of interest. But the last- 
minute appointment of Klein’s pal 
raised suspicion of interference 
amongst opposition parties. This 
was not the first time Mar was 
wrong about the ethics commis-

sioner s approy al of an appoint- 
ment. Despite Mar’s assurances, 
Don Mazankowski was never 
examined for conflicts of interest 
when he became chairman of the 
Premier's Advisory Council on 
Health. Critics charge that 
Mazankowski is in conflict 
because he’s also a director of a 
company that provides supple- 
mentary health insurance 


JULY 

Children’s Services Minister Iris 
Evans gets in hot water after 
appearing in a commercial for 
Sleep Country Canada which pro- 
motes their mattress donations to 
foster children. The commercial 
features an image of a foster mom 
playing with a child while Evans 
says, “I’m so thankful for our fos- 
ter parents. And for Sleep 
Cc unt) y, who've helped us with 
their used-bed program and this 
urgent appeal for foster parents.” 
The ad, paid for by Sleep Country, 
was denounced by opposition 
parties as a shameless plug for a 
private company by a public offi- 
cial. Critics also questioned 
whether the level of funding for 
foster children was adequi ate ifa 
minister had to rely on used mat- 
tresses donated from stores. Both 
the Liberals and NDP called on 
the ethics commissioner to pro- 
vide guidelines for MLAs appear- 
ing in private ads. Science 
Minister Victor Doerksen had 
already appeared in an ad plug- 
ging a television station in his Red 
Deer constituency, while another 
Tory MLA, Brent Rathgeber, was 
in anew spaper ad that promoted 
his return to a law firm. 


AUGUST 
Former assistant deputy minis- 
ter Ray Reshke, who had worked 
within the Department of Alberta 
Infrastructure, is accused of 
spending $19,000 on personal 
expenses on a government credit 
card and allegedly awarding 
$106,000 in government contracts 
for work that was never done. 
Reshke had left the department in 
February when questions were 
raised about his spending. The 
government promises to reform 
the rules around contracts and 
credit card spending.

IT’S BEEN A SAD SUMMER FOR 
the Edmonton punk scene; we've 
lost Compromise, the Cleats, and 
now Wrekdefy wants out. 

“We got back from our 
California tour a couple months 
ago and I just fell in love with it 
out there,” says bassist Mal 
Suydam. “There’s much more 
happening out there for what I’m 
into and it left me asking myself: 
Why was I here? I like Edmonton, 
but they’re behind the times.” 

Mal already has an audition 
with the Quakes, America’s first 
psychobilly group, who formed in 
‘86 when the mutant genre was 
still an unknown quantity in the 
US. “The psycho scene was going 
on in Europe in the ‘80s for years 
and the Americans had no idea,” 
says Mal. “Right now the scene’s 
probably getting the most expo- 
sure it ever has. “ 

In Wrekdefy’s five-year monop- 
oly on Western-Canadian psy- 
chobilly, they’ve gone through 
five guitarists and five drummers. 
The list of Wrekdefy alumni is a 
veritable who's who of 
Edmonton’s punk stars. Mal’s 
cycled through past and present 
members of Wednesday Night 
Heroes, les Tabernacles, LAMS, 
SNFU, the Cleats, the Deadbeat 
Dads and Death by Dawn. 

Arguably, Wrekdefy’s most 
memorable incarnation included 
guitarist Konrad Andrelunas 
(now a Wednesday Night Hero), 
during which time the band 
earned a record deal with the 
German psycho label Crazy Love. 

However, earlier this year 
Konrad quit for personal reasons. 
Mal, desperate to fill the gap for 
an impending tour to California, 
added Derek Thieson from his 
side project, the Raygun 





Cowboys, and later J. 
Christopherson of the same band 
— ostensibly creating a 
Wreckdefy / Cowboys lineup. 

But don’t worry, psychobilly 
fans. Mal says, “We're gonna keep 
both bands going, even though I'll 
be living in LA.”

RECENTLY DURING A SET AT 
Vancouver's blues institution, the 
Yale Pub, the legendary James 
Cotton dropped in on blues man 
Nigel Mack. Initially refusing the 
encouragement from audience 
members to get up on stage and 
sit in with Mack’s Blues Attack 
(Trevor Newman on bass and 
Scott Hills on drums), Cotton 
eventually loosened up and 
helped propel the proceedings. 

“That was a real surprise. He 
just jumped up on the stage and 
there he was,” says Mack about 
the surprise guest. “We didn’t 
really expect him to be sitting in, 
but he has a couple of drinks and 
then away he goes. He’s a great 
guy. He’s always been one of the 
cats on the scene who’s always 
been very cordial to the younger 
players — very supportive and 
enthusiastic.” 

Perhaps the jam was a bit of a 
payback as well, because in 1992 
on his first tour of the U.S. (he’s 
about to embark on his 15th), 
Nigel had the pleasure of sitting 
in with Cotton and his band.

ALTERNATING GRACEFUL ACOUSTIC 
songs with brutal hard rock, Neil 
Young has somehow fashioned a 
career that has straddled five 
decades. With this 786-page biog- 
raphy, framed by one-on-one 
interviews with Young and small- 
er interviews with associates and 
family members, Jimmy 
McDonough makes a sincere 
effort at understanding the singer 
and his capricious impulses. It’s 
not an easy task given Young's 
lack of real self-reflection, 


McDonough’s admitted fanboy 
leanings and the sheer size of the 
enterprise, That Young tried to 
axe the project in its final stages 
speaks volumes about his need for 
Privacy and control. 

And then there’s Young’s 
inevitable desire to sabotage 
everything that works in his life, 
from albums to tours to re lation- 
ships His famous comment about

one album, with the savage

Classic features from 3-D’s heyday at Metro 


GOGGLED CINEMA AUDIENCES 
enjoying 3-D movies are a kind of 
shorthand for the prosperous, for- 
ward-looking 1950s. Those black 
and white photos — have we ever 
seen more than a couple of vari- 
ants? — featuring blank-faced 
staggered ranks not quite looking 
in our direction automatically jog- 
gle the network of associations 
that includes coonskin caps, enor- 
mous tailfins and Dwight 
Eisenhower. : 

To be sure, the ‘50s were the 
golden era for the production of 
commercial 3-D films: all three of 
the features screening at Metro 
Cinema this weekend come from 
this period. But the “boom” lasted 
all of two years, from 1952 to 1954, 
before some combination of eco- 
nomics and naysaying pushed the 
format into premature retirement. 

Of course, the roots of stereo- 
scopic cinema go back a great deal 
further than the ‘50s, according to 
R.M Hayes, the author of the 
definitive, technically detailed and 
wackily opinionated 3-D Movies:

Stereoscopic Cinema. In fact, says 
Hayes, people began to ex per 
ment with static stereo images in 
the middle of the 19th century 
achieving w idespread if ghoulish 


popularity during the American 
Civil War. (Hayes notes, by the 
way, that as much as 10 per cent 
of the population can’t see stereo- 
scopically.) 

Although people had been 
experimenting with 3-D movies 
since the turn of the century, it 
wasn’t until the early ‘50s that 
Hollywood was encouraged to 
make a big push. Several dozen 
features were made over two 
years beginning with Bwana Devil 
and including the three Jack 
Arnold-directed features being 
shown at the Metro. The Creature 
from the Black Lagoon has achieved 
a unique place, its title character 
having seized the public imagina- 
tion, and is considered one of the 
great monster flicks, 3-D or other- 
wise.

DIRECTOR TAKASHI MIIKE, IN 
responding to a question about 
where in the world the strongest 
support for his films lies, respond- 
ed that it wasn’t a specific geo- 
graphical location but rather a 
“special kind of people” that 
appreciate his films. How do you 
know if you're one of these “spe- 
cial people” and would therefore 
enjoy Miike’s romantic comedy- 
horror-musical The Happiness of the 
Katakuris? 

The usual procedure here 
would be to offera critical view- 
point on the film, but since the 
screener video of the film being 
circulated is missing the last 10 
minutes, it doesn’t seem fair to 
review it. Nor would having a 
familiarity with a few of Miike’s 
other films help, since he’s direct- 
ed around 50 in the last decade, 
many but not all of which trample 
the line of good taste in their 
depiction of sadistic violence and 
aberrant sex. It is fair to say that, 
while there is less nastiness than 


you'd expect in The Happiness of 
the Katakuris, you still get to 
appreciate the director's utterly 
bizarre sense of humour and wild 
imagination. 

A good indication of how you'll 
respond to The Happiness of the 
Katakuris is how you take the 
opening sequence, in which a 
lovely young Japanese woman 
finds a small, winged cherub in 
her soup. When she screams at the 
sight of its blinking stop-motion 
eyes, the cherub seizes her uvula 
and tears it out. “My uvula!” the 
woman shricks before pitching 
face-first into her soup. The uvula 
flees through a window with the 
cherub in hot pursuit, leading to a 
strange stop-motion tour of the 
food chain. What this has to do 
with the rest of the film is open to 
interpretation. 

The movie actually revolves 
around the Katakuri family, a 
good-natured but slightly dys- 
functional lot who are trying to 
run a guest house in a remote area 
of Japan. Dad has been fired from 
his job selling shoes at a depart- 
ment store, mom is trying to keep 
everyone positive about working 
together as a family, daughter has 
returned from a broken marriage

with a small child in tow, son has 
recently been paroled and has'a 
sneering disrespect for everyone 
and everything, and grandpa has 
a hostile relationship with the 
local birds. All of them are prone 
to bursting into a song-and-dance 
number at any moment, often the 
least opportune moment. 

Unfortunately, until a planned 
freeway makes its way out to thei 
neck of the woods, there hasn’t 
been much guest activity at the 
Katakuris’ guest house. And when 
a visitor finally does arrive, he 
does them the indignity of com- 
mitting bloody suicide in their 
tidy room. Fearing negative press 
the Katakuris decide to bury him 
in the woods. Then the next guest 
meets an untimely end. And the 
next. ; 

While it hardly seems possible 
to compare The Happiness of the 
Katakuris to anything, it’s similar 
in tone to Michele Soavi's 
Cemetery Man, the peculiar 1996 
horror-comedy set in a world so 
completely off kilter, it’s almost 
impossible to guess what will 
happen in the next scene. 

Unpredictability and anti-real- 
ism lend themselves perfectly to 
characters suddenly bursting into 
song: Miike saves the songs for 
those special family moments, as 
when the Katakuris have to dig 
up the bodies in their yard 
because highway construction 
threatens to unearth them. The 
songs lose something in the trans- 
lation, but it’s obvious Miike had 
a ball staging the singing and 
choreography, bringing touches ot 
rock video glitz and karaoke 
cheese to each set-piece. 

Though Katakuris is far gentler 
than Miike’s more extreme works 
— indeed, it's hard to imagine 
movies more calculated to shock 
and appall than Fudoh: The Next 
Generation and Audition — it's cer- 
tainly not going to be to every- 
one’s taste. But if you've already 
seen the three stories that are 
being recycled down at the local 
multiplex, The Happiness of the 
Katakuris is certainly unlike any- 
thing you've ever seen before. 
Whether that’s an endorsement o1 
a warning is very much in the eye 
of the beholder.

Whoever you al, I'll. see you 
at the bike oe he ae at 
3:30. Prepare for a thorough clock- 
cleaning. Such outrageously 
bogus statements cannot, nay, 
must not go unchallenged. Best 
film of the year it certainly isn’t. 
Best film this year starring a mem- 
ber of the cast of Friends, maybe. 
But then again, Matthew Perry’s 
upcoming comedy Serving Sara 
looks like a slice of quality cine- 
ma, too, so perhaps it’s yet wise to 
reserve judgment. 

Yes, our girl Jennifer Aniston 
has finally found herself a 
halfway decent movie to star in. 
She plays Justine Last, a 30-year- 
old woman who is trapped under 
the crushing weight of her dreary 
life. Her husband, Phil (John C. 
Reilly), is a slob who sits around 
every night smoking pot with his 
pal Bubba (Tim Blake Nelson).

She sticks out like the 
Queen Mum in a bingo hall. We're 
supposed to believe she’s gritty 
and down-to-earth because she’s 
only wearing lip gloss. 

But lady, a messy ponytail and a 
squinty pout do not equal good 
acting. The rest of the cast, on the 
other hand, does a respectable job. 
Particularly enjoyable are buf- 
foon-savant Reilly and the fiercely 
good Gyllenhaal!

Thomas knew he was destined to 
be a dancer — and he knew how 
to make it happen. 

“T was raised on a farm in 
upstate New York,” he explains 
from his home in San Francisco. “I 
knew my career wouldn't take off 
there so I had to get out of there as 
fast as I could. Immediately after 
high school graduation I moved to 
California. I was with a group 
called The Young Americans. 
They're like a show choir group 
— very cheesy — but that taught 
me a lot and got me off my feet. 
Then I started working for 

iversal Studios and Disney and 
doing music videos.” 

In fact, Thomas was already 
working as a choreographer at the 
Universal Studios theme park — 
at the ripe old age of 20 — by the 
time he heard about STOMP.

Created in Britain by percussion 
artist Luke Cresswell and 
actor/ musician Steve MeNicholas, 
STOMP is known for physical 
control and complex percussive 
rhythms, performed entirely on 
junk you'd find around the house. 
Inspiration for the innovative con- 
cept came from buskers on the 
streets of London and New York 
who, for lack of money, would 
make instruments from whatever 
happened to be laying around. 
Cresswell and McNicolas polished 
the concept to create a show that 
combines the explosive energy of 
drumming with the power and 
mastery of modern dance. 

“It's so physical: you keep in 
shape or you quit,” says Thomas. 
“There’s a certain level you have 
to reach — there are parts where 
you're walking around with oil 
drums on your feet and that’s 
hard. There’s no, ‘OK, I’m just 
going to chill out today.’” 

Cresswell and MeNicholas 
brought the show to New York 
and spawned a series of offshoot

“We 
play ourselves — we're not play- 
ing a script we have to follow; it’s 
our own personalities.” A new

shawarmahood aside, the most 
authentic recipes agree on aromat- 
ic spices such as mace, allSpice, 
cloves and/or nutmeg as charac- 
terizing shawarma seasoning, 
whether in combination with 
lamb, beef, fish or chicken. 

What you're actually getting 
when you order shawarma ata lot 
of places is shish taouk — chicken 
seasoned with garlic, lemon juice, 
pepper and sometimes oregano 
and wrapped in a pita with salad. 
This can be a very tasty and filling 
snack, but it JUST ISN’T 
SHAWARMA. 

Even the spelling variant on the 
recently opened Moonlight Café 
and Deli’s menu — shawerma — 
can’t conceal the fact that what 
you're getting essentially is a 
chicken donair.

I say deceptively simple because 
the ingredients need to be fresh 
and proportionately balanced for 
the salad to be anything more 
than greens in lemon juice, and 
because fatoush salad routinely 
comes with a price tag out of pro- 
portion with its homely ingredi- 
ents. 

The Moonlight’s fatoush lived 
up to its name with an expert 
blend of Romaine, cucumber, red 
cabbage, red onion, juicy red and 

green pepper, crunchy pita and a 
liberal sprinkling of parsley and 
mint in just the right amount of

Just ask my best girl- 
friend who had to put up with a guy 
jerking off in the bunk above her 
when we were staying at a hostel in 
Halifax several years back. 

Luckily, I'd stumbled upon a door 
that led to a private attic room with 
nothing in it but a double mattress 
placed under a window that over- 
looked the water. My new “friend” 
from New Zealand and | felt like we'd 
landed ourselves the honeymoon 
suite of hostels. 

Travel makes you... brave 

Egan became interested in the sex 
lives of backpackers when she. was 
ona trek of her own about six years 
back. 

“| was struck by how many people 
said things to me like, ‘| would never 
do this at home’ and | realized that 
this particular travelling environment 
had a real impact on people’s sexual 
behaviour,” says Egan. 

And while sex-and-travel has been 
studied from numerous angles, no 
one had ever studied backpackers 
specifically. 

While doing her master's degree in 
the sexuality program at Guelph 
University, Egan headed to three hos- 
tels (in Ontario, Alberta and 
Manitoba) and questioned over 500 

ale and female backpackers. The 
study showed that 
‘er of the respondents 
) casual sex. 








backpackers are going through a 
major life change — a new job, fin- 
ishing school — and are making 
decisions about who they are, what 
their goals are in life, and what would 
make them happy,” she explains 
“When you're in this mind-frame 
you're usually more open to explor- 
ing new things.” 

Like another backpacker’s body 

You talk too much 

Travelling opens you up. Shy folks 
often say they come out of their skin 
wher they travel. And | know plenty 
of women who complain that there 
are no good men at home but who 
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manage to hook up on the road 

Travelling also tends to make you 
spill your guts 

“People told me they often revealed 
more about themselves to strangers 
they met travelling, telling secrets 
they'd never told anyone,” says Egan 

You could come out of the closet 
to someone you've just met, for 
example, even if you haven't come 
out to family and friends. This person 
is never going to tell anyone you 
know because they're getting on the 
8 o'clock train out of your life 

As a result, there is a very deep 
level of bonding and trust that devel- 
ops in the backpacking community 
Throw a few drinks into the mix and, 
next thing you know, you're screwing 
like rabbits 

“The problem is, the sense of inti- 
macy is somewhat false,” says Egan 
“You don't really know this person 
any better than you did six hours ago 
though they may know a lot of details 
about your life.” 

So, at the same time that you feel 
awkward about negotiating safe sex 
— because, after all, you barely know 
each other — you also feel as if you 
don’t need condoms because you've 
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really bonded. It’s a lethal combina- 
tion 
Honour system 

When you think about the number 
of sexual encounters the guy with 
French “girlfriend” has had 
years of travelling (he says he lost 
track at 25, Egan tells me), it's a little 
scary 

And one guy in the study reported 
a disturbing trend among male 
trekkers 

Turns out a lot of guys put badges 
on their backpacks to “collect” all the 
people they've slept with from differ- 
ent countries. (“Oh, you've been to 
Sweden?” “Well, no, but | have ina 
way... hah, hah, hah.”) 

Kinda like baseball cards as a kid 
Charming 

Female backpackers don't do this 
Sure, they're having just as much 
casual sex. They just don’t tend to

“The women were less forthcom- 
ing,” says Egan.
